for the purpose of installing and operating for the trial period hereinafter

stated an electric signal system, tne ̂ ity agrees tc pay all freight charges

thereon from Peoria, Illinois, to Austin, Texas, and to install said system as

quickly as possible, at its own expense, after me delivery oi1 said equipment

to it, und after complete installation to operate same for a period of sixty
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day a

3. That at the end oi' said period of sixty days, the City shall either accopt

finally or reject the equipment so furnished by the Company.

4-. That if the City should accept finally said equipment, as provided above, it

hereby obligates itself to make full payment Tor name to the Company of the sura of

$2070 not later than January 31st, A. D, 192J.

5. That If the City should reject said equipment, as provided above, it hereby

obligates Itself to dismantle and ship name to the Essoo Manufacturing Company

at Peoria, 111., in as good a condition as when received, ordinary v/esr excepted,

and to pay all freight dray age charges connected with such deliver; nnd upon the

performance of such obligations the City shall be under no further obligation to

the Company.
